GERMANY TRAINING
CRIPPLED SOLDIERS

Cueful.ly_, Planning to Avoid
Having Wounded Become
Public Charges.

ICAP

Berlin, June 10.—Followlng in the
Wake of other municipalities and
states, Herlin now is taking energetle
steps to care for and train to clvil
usefulness its crippled soldiera. It is
proposed to preveat at all cost,the
misfortune of having these men be-
come dependent charges.

Al a recent meeting of that hody
which most nearly correspondents to
the city council of an Ameri.an mufn-
icipality, Mayor von Wermuth, Berlin's
Oberburgermelster, presented a plan
which includes the establishment of a
iund or ¥Zo,uuv and @ council or com-
mittee on which numerous civic and
phllanthropic organizations shall e
represented to carry out the details of
training the men.

At the head of the organization there
is to be a deputy of the city goverh-
ment, assisted by 2 counsellor and a
commititee. This committee shall be
composed of representatives of the or-
ganizations that in the ordicury course
of events bear the exponse of caring
for the injured—the Berlin soldiers
are insured, the Fad Cross, the mili-
tary medical administration, and the
central labor bureau.

The counsellor shall be assisted by
representatives of the mayor, the city
council, a surgeon, an orthopedist, re-
presentatives of the police president
of Rerlin, the Women's Association .of
the yatherland, the National Assocla-
tion of Woman’s Aid, and several labor
organizations and trade and technleal
bodies. Also the German assoclation
of working men and the Berlin Coun-
cll of Business men will be asked to
have a representative each. ‘

Arrangements already have been
made to transfer Invalids from hos-
pitala in other parts of Germauy,
whcse actual, bona fide homes are in
~reater Berlin, to g hospital provided
by Lthe military medival adminlsfFation.
Here they will be able to get unsur-
passed medical attention preparatory
to the training for some calling.

A most important part in the plans
now under way will be played by the
Central I.abor Intelllgenve Bureau,
which will be charged with finding
positions for men as goon as they ar-
fitted for new callings or for partia.
